1s always open season on mountain 
| lion in Arizona. Next to trout fishing 

in the cold streams of cloud-swept 
nountains, there’s no sport like the quest 
or cougar and some will argue that lion 
iunting rates the top spot. Certainly 
hey re right on a few counts. 

Cougar hunting is as tough a sport 
s,any in the books. It’s tough because 
ions range over the wildest and most in- 
ecessible territory. Besides that, this 
yeast is one of the most cagey among the 
nimal tribes and he has a positive al- 
ergy to man. 

If you like to fling over rough moun- 
ain terrain on a galloping horse, cougar 
wunting is for you. All you need is a li- 
ense, costing $25, and a high spirit of 
dventure. 

Don’t forget, however, that a success- 
ul lion hunt also requires advance plan- 
ing, a small pack of good hounds, 
iorses and a guide who knows the coun- 
ry like the back of his hand. The horses 
by no small part, for they must be 
specially trained for the job. 


One doesn’t steer or guide such a 


horse. When the hounds begin to bay on 
the scent, a wise rider will bend low, 
clamp his legs around the belly of the 
horse and hang on for dear life.

The gateway to this area is Springer- 
ville, which lies along U. S. Highway 60. 
Then, for more” than 50 miles south,

to elevations of 7,000 to 10,000 feet. 

For the fisherman there are 300 miles 
of mountain streams containing rainbow 
trout, Eastern brook, German brown, 
cutthroat or black spotted trout. You can 
take your pick of either the west or east 
fork of the Black River; or you may 
choose the White, the Little Colorado or 
one of the tributaries of the Blue River. 

There are such lakes, too, as Big Lake, 
Crescent Lake, Judd’s Lake, Luna Lake, 
and George’s Lake—all of them atoeked 
with trout. You may stay at Springerville 
if you like, or you may seek out one of 
the many rustic lodges tucked away in 
the wilderness areas. 


FLASH 


We have just been advised by 
the Maine Development Commission 
that the popular 15-day fishing li- 
cense, last issued in 1947, has been 
reinstated by the Legislature and will 
again be available this season at a 


price of $4.75. 


The largest virgin yellow pine forests 
left in the United States are in the White 
Mountain area. Game is abundant. It is 
common to see whitetail deer, mule deer, 
elk, antelope, bob cats, turkey and even 
black and brown bear while driving 
through the area which lies within the 
Apache National Forest. 

Arizona’s non-resident fishing license 
costs only $4 for the season or $2.25 for 
five days. Trout season is from .middle 
May through September. There is no 
closed season on bass. 

Deer are in open season the first half 
of November; elk from middle to late 
October; turkey from early to middle 
October; javelina throughout March; 
and rabbit from middle December 
through January. The Arizona Fish and 
Game Commission is located in Phoenix 
where you may write for complete in- 
formation about seasons and bag limits. 
Outstanding game hunters and guides 
are Lee Brothers, Tucson, who also 
guide parties in the wilds of Mexico and 
South America. 

Lake Mead (behind Boulder Dam) 
has contributed greatly to Arizona’s at- 
traction for fishermen. The black bass 
fishing is sensational and there is prac- 
tically every type of accommodation

Streams in the area contain rain- 
bow and brook trout. This is deer, bear 
and quail hunting country. 

The El] Portal and Mets hotels at 
Mesa are headquarters for hunters gun- 
ning for quail, whitewing doves, rabbit, 
deer, bear and javelina. 

The same type of hunting is to be had 
within a short drive from Phoenix where 
the Apache, Adams and San Carlos ho- 
tels may be used as headquarters. 

There are many dude ranches in the 
Tucson area and you could stay in 
Apache and Arizona hotels there in the 
midst of deer and quail shooting country. 

Prescott, Ariz., on highway 89 about a 
hundred miles southwest of Flagstaff, is 
a good center for javelina, deer and quail 
hunting. The Hassayampa Hotel in Pres- 
cott would make convenient head- 
quarters. 

There are fishing lakes close to Yuma 
on highway 80 southwest from Phoenix 
—Imperial Lake and Houghtelin Lake— 
also the Colorado River. The area offers 
quail, deer and javelina hunting; also 
some duck shooting along the Colorado 
River.

R. E. C., Buffalo, N. Y.: In spite of 
what you may have heard to the con- 
trary, New Brunswick still offers excel- 
lent salmon fishing, and the clubs haven't 
got all of it roped off, either. 

From what you say, I think your best 
bet would be the Serpentine River, one 
of the tributaries to the Tobique and St. 
John. The entire 25 miles of the stream 
is under lease to W. Victor Miller of 
Nictau, and he'll take you down it in 
ten days, traveling by canoe and stop- 
ping to fish the pools as you go. To date 
no party has ever taken the Serpentine 
trip without catching salmon, so you'd 
break a record if you didn’t get some 
good fishing for both salmon and grilse. 

Best season starts in late June and 

continues into mid-August, with excel- 

lent dry fly. fishing starting around the 
nade? of July. The Serpentine is a small 
stream, so bring your waders and light 
tackle. 

If you like to fly, a plane will take you 
from New York or Boston to Presque 
Isle, where Miller will meet you. Or if 
you prefer to drive, you can go all the 
way by road. Head for Presque Isle, 
cross the border at Ft. Fairfield, and fol- 
low the Tobique through Plaster Rock, 
and Riley Brook to Nictau. For more 
details, write W. Victor Miller, Nictau 
P.O., New Brunswick, Canada.

i. BACK: Isn't it true that every 
year you find fewer places where you 
can hunt or fish; less “open” range 
where you do not run the constant risk 
of being accused of trespassing, perhaps 
even of being forcibly evicted? 

The explanation for this unhappy sit- 
uation is quite obvious, of course. The 
game or fish hog, the man who is care- 


_ less with matches, the fruit thief, have 


all contributed to the growing feeling of 
ill will with which landowners look up- 
on anyone crossing their property lines. 


When the farmer nails up his “No. Tres-’ 


passing” signs he is thinking of those 
“sportsmen”. who descend upon him 
each year like an army of vandals, tear- 
ing down fences, leaving gates open, 


peppering buildings and livestock with . 


bird shot, stomping through cultivated 
fields—the very acts which would hor- 
rify these same “sportsmen” should the 
anguished farmer suddenly decide that 
turnabout is fair play and visit their 
homes in the city to wreak similar dam- 
age. 

The problem is not a new one. Yet 
only recently have the first concrete 
plans been placed into effect to solve it. 
As a result, some 25 million licensed 
sportsmen will continue this year to find 


themselves with only drastically cur- 
tailed range on which to hunt and fish. 

A recent nation-wide poll conducted 
by the author revealed that a bare 15 per 
cent of the 48 states had in operation 
plans of proven value in reopening— 
and keeping open—hunting and fishing 
grounds which had previously been 
closed with “No Trespassing” signs. One 
such project is Pennsylvania’s Coopera- 
tive Farm-Game Program, which has re- 
turned thousands of acres of formerly 
posted land to the sportsmen of the 
state. 

After conducting the Cooperative 
Program for nine years on a test basis to 
prove its merits, the Pennsylvania Game 
Commission put this plan into operation 
throughout the state, concentrating on 
farm areas near heavily populated cen- 
ters which had regularly been posted 
against sportsmen in the past. In 1945 
the General Assembly recognized the 
program by amending the Game Law 
to provide substantial penalties for vio- 


‘ lation of measures which directly or in- 


directly protect farmers and farm prop- 
erty. 

The farmer who becomes a Coopera- 
tor agrees to make hunting rights to his 
property available to the Game Com-

First, 
a “Safety Zone” is established for his 
protection, Hunting or shooting within 
150 yards of occupied dwellings or farm — 
buildings is forbidden. The Commission 
posts notices to this effect around such 
buildings within the prescribed distance. 
The penalty for violating the Safety 
Zone Law is $25 and costs of prosecu- 
tion. Protection of life and property is 
assured through patrolling and enforce- 
ment of law by Game Protectors, paid 
by the Commission, especially during 
the hunting seasons. 

“Game Refuges” are also established 
on the Cooperator’s land as part of the 
agreement and subject to his approval. 
Usually only a few acres in size, these: 
game-escape areas are surrounded by a 
single strand or other well defined line 
and posted. The penalty for nee in 
a refuge is also $25 and costs. ; 

So far, then, the plan has aic 


‘the farmer and wildlife. Now let us see 
how it helps the sportsman. 


Under the law not more than one- 
third of each project area may be set 
apart as safety zones and refuges. The 
other two-thirds must remain open to 


lawful public hunting and fishing. This 


opens the gate to those sportsmen who 
are willing to. conduct themselves in a 
law-abiding manner. As for the others, 
the vandals and the game hogs, they 
soon discover that there no longer is any 
room for them. 

In other words, here at last is a pro- 


"gram designed not only to bring the 


chiselers to justice, but also to restore 
good will between the landowner and 
the serious sportsman. In the past, most 
states have depended upon their game 
commissions and sportsmen’s clubs to 
promote this good will, and it hasn't 
been enough. While the clubs have done 
an excellent job, they couldn’t always 
reach the vandals who, although com- 
paratively few in number, cause most 
of the trouble. 

The Pennsylvania Plan offers other 
important advantages to the Cooperator. 
Excess grains, both harvested and uncut, 
are purchased from him for game food. 
Farmers and their families’ and em- 
ployees can earn extra money by raising 
certain game birds, and by accepting 
other conservation work when farm 
duties permit. Cooperators also receive 
free advice on soil conservation and sim- 
ilar profitable farm practices.. Depending 
upon the circumstances, the Commission 
may aid in planting waste spots with 
vines and shrubs which provide food 
and cover for wildlife, including insect- 
eating birds so beneficial to farmers. 

In return for the use of his property 


the Cooperator does not lose his land- 
owner's right to hunt on it without a 
license (except in refuge areas, of 
course). In fact, his sport will have im- 
proved as a result of the Commission’s 
having restocked his land with quail, 
pheasant and rabbit as current condi- 
tions warrant. Also, if he wishes he can 
retain control over trapping of fur- 
bearing animals on the property. 

As of February, 1947, more than 
2,500 farm owners and tenants had 
taken advantage of the benefits of the 
Cooperative Farm-Game Program, The 
farms comprised 70 project areas, repre- 
senting a total of 182,550 acres. The 
number of Cooperators is increasing 
rapidly, and the Pennsylvania Commis- 
sion’s goal is a million acres. 


fi ease state which recognizes the 
dangerous feeling existing between 
landowner and sportsman, and which 
has launched a similar full-scale pro- 
gram to eliminate it, is Michigan. The 
Williamston Plan of Michigan embraces 
two basic features: cooperative posting 
of farm lands and admittance of sports- 
men by written permit only. 
Williamston Plan “clubs” are unique 
in that they are made up of farmers in- 
stead of sportsmen. All the landowners 
in a certain area get together and form 
their club, and the entire tract which 
they own or control is then posted as a 
unit, using uniform signs bearing the 
name of the organization. A responsible 
person may hunt after obtaining a per- 
mit from a member of the club. The 
number, of permits each landowner may 
issue is decided upon by the group at 
their annual meeting; usually four 
tickets is the maximum. After the farmer 


More than 2500 Pennsylvania farmers are cooperating with the Game Commission in 
opening their land to hunters and fishermen. The ultimate goal is a million acres 
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has given out all his permits he does not 
allow additional sportsmen to enter the 
area through his farm until some of the 
permits have been returned. This pre- 
vents ganging up by carloads of sports- 
men on any one farm. 

After a hunter has obtained a permit 
he must leave his car parked in the 
farmer's yard; he must hunt on foot 
from that point, and must return the 
permit before removing his car from the 
yard, showing his “bag” if requested to 
do so. By requiring the sportsman to 
park his car in the farmer’s yard, gang 
hunting and roadside parking are both 
eliminated. The hunter knows that he 
will be held responsible for his conduct 
while his car is “in hock” to the land- 
owner; the landowner knows that he has 
a means of control over sportsmen on 
his property. Thus the areas are not like- 
ly to. be overhunted and a seed stock 
can be preserved for the following year. 

Like the Pennsylvania Plan, the Mich- 
igan project needed “teeth” to make it 
effective.. Writes the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Conservation: “The legal back- 
ground for these organizations, of 
course, is the Horton Trespass Act, 
which is a civil act enforceable by any 
and all civil officers, including state po- 
lice, sheriffs and their deputies, and con- 
stables. Conservation officers (game 
wardens) are not charged with enforce- 
ment of the Horton Trespass Act. 
Hence, local organizations may be 
formed without consulting the Depart- 
nent of Conservation unless specific co- 
operation is desired.” 

During 1948 in Michigan there were 
39 Williamston Clubs, comprising parts 
of 21 counties and 143,162 acres.

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O NE warm day, early in the spring 


of 46, a friend and I were seated on a 
high bank overlooking a long, flat pool 
in one of the larger trout streams of cen- 
tral Pennsylvania. Below us, in the tail 
of the pool, we could see fifteen or twen- 
ty trout feeding actively to a drifting 
hatch of gray quills. The fishing had 
been excellent that day, and in the ~pock- 
et of my fishing jacket I had two fat 
brown trout—just enough to provide an 
ample meal for my family. The rest of 
“8 fish who had ‘thought my artificial 
Gray Quill looked like a tasty morsel had 
been unhooked carefully and released, 
somewhat weary and, if hoped, a little 
wiser. In the late afternoon we were con- 
tent to sit on the bank, watch the feed- 
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ing fish, and talk about matters of mu- 
tual interest, mostly fishing. 

We had not sat there long before we 
saw a fisherman enter the stream directly 
opposite us. He picked his way across 
the shallows to mid-stream and began 
to cast a dry fly to the trout that were 
feeding nearest ‘him. While we watched, 
he hooked, landed and killed eight 
brown trout. 

Now it so hz ippened that on the way 
upstream that morning I had seen my 
friend, the Fish W aie inspecting the 
creels of some anglers who were about 
to climb into their automobile. I parked 
my car on the shoulder of the road and 
walked back to watch the inspection, In 
our subsequent conversation, the war- 


den told me that he had found only one 
man who had any real luck so far that 
day, and he pointed him out to me. This 
chap had eight brown trout in his creel 
at ten-thirty Shue morning. Moreover, it 
was the same chap who had just killed 
his eighth trout in the pool before us. 
He was fishing with three other men, all 
of them indifferent fishermen, and it 
seemed quite evident that he was help- 
ing to fill out the legal limit of ten trout 
for each member of the party. But he 
was busting the law wide open in doing 
rh 

After he had placed the eighth trout 
in his creel, I called to him. “Better start 
* putting a few back, brother. That makes 
sixteen you've killed,” 
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d at ment or two, then 
eled in his line, waded ashore, and 
alked upstream to rejoin his party. 

- “It's too bad,” I said to my friend, 
“that there isn’t some way to control a 
fellow like that without going through 
the painful procedure of arrest, convic- 
tion and fine. He’s a good fisherman and 
a deadly shot. Every year he skims off a 
lot of our fish and game supply because 
he’s out nearly every day. There should 
be some way to place him on his honor 
so that he wouldn’t need watching.” 

_ “That's a big order,” replied my 
friend. “About all you can do is to re- 
port him to the warden and help him 
get a conviction. We have too many like 
him and goodness only knows how much 
damage they do each year.” 

Well, I thought the thing over that 
evening and I decided not to tell the 
warden. I had an idea that it could be 
worked out a better way. A good many 
of us have felt for some time that the 
legal limit of ten trout per day was far 
too liberal. With public interest in the 
outdoor sports increasing at an amazing 
rate each year, it surely was up to the 
more conservative, seasoned anglers to 
do what they could to preserve the 
dwindling supply of trout in our streams. 
T talked with several men about it and 
finally found six who saw eye-to-eye 
with me and were willing to go along 
with the plan I outlined to them. 

The following winter I attended the 
monthly meeting of our local sports- 
men’s association. After the business 
meeting, I arose and told the boys what 
I had in mind. I didn’t pull any punches, 
I told them about the fellow who killed 
sixteen trout in one day. I mentioned 
another who admitted killing over three 
hundred trout during the preceding sea- 
son. To be sure, he took these fish legal- 
ly, but the fact remained that no one 
man is morally entitled to that many fish. 

Fishing, I told them, is a sport, a

: healthful and relaxing form of outdoor 
_ exercise, not a means of supplying your 


table and the tables of your neighbors 
with tasty and expensive food. If we 
insist upon keeping limit catches each 
time we go trout fishing, we'll soon run 
out of fish. We can’t always have our 
cake and eat it too. It’s time we learned 
to return the fish to the water instead 
of keeping every legal fish we catch, A 
shot bird has served its purpose. It’s 
dead and nothing can be done about 
that. But a hooked fish can give you its 
full measure of sport and still be re- 
turned to the water to fight again an- 
other day. That’s the nice thing about 
fishing—you can always put them back. 

Then I explained my idea for a pos- 
sible solution to the problem of how to 
keep our fishing at the highest possible 
level. Several interested men to whom. I 
had talked had joined me in forming the 
nucleus of a non-profit, informal group 
to be known as the Half-Limit Club. 
The purpose of this club is fully set forth 
in its credo and pledge, which I then 
read aloud. 

When I finished reading it I paused 
and looked about the room where over 
two hundred men sat listening. There 
wasn't a sound, They sat there quietly, 
waiting for further explanation. 

I told them that membership in this 


‘club was not open to anybody who 


wanted to join, Instead, a man must have 
his name proposed by a member of the

club and this member had to vouch for 
his character and sportsmanship. The 
club insignia, a felt patch of canary yel- 
low with an overlay of blue embroidery, 
was to be worn on each member's fishing 
jacket. We didn’t want this insignia to 
be used as a cover-up for illegal activi- 
ties. In other words, we reserved the 
right to deny membership to those who 
we felt would not live up to the pledge. 

In addition, there would be no high- 
pressure methods used in signing up 
members. Application for membership 
was to be absolutely voluntary. A man 
could do as he saw fit, and no hard feel- 
ings. 

“All right,” I concluded, “there it is, 
boys. Think it over and let me know 
how you feel about it at the next month- 
ly meeting.” 

When I sat down, the room remained 
quiet for perhaps ten seconds or so. I felt 
my palms growing moist and my collar 
becoming a little tight. Then the storm 
broke. For several minutes they ap- 
plauded until finally the chairman had 
to rap the table for order. 

It must be remembered that this meet- 
ing was held amid the mountains of cen- 
tral Pennsylvania. The men present were 
a cross-section of the population—farm- 
ers, small-town businessmen, and city 
folks like myself. Within two hours by 
car from the clubhouse are not less than 
fifty. good trout streams and these

In the interests of better fishing, we, the undersigned, have banded together into 
an informal, non-profit group which shall be known as The HALF-LIMIT CLUB. 

We believe that an angler should be content with a few good fish in preference 
to a limit catch of lesser fry, and that these latter should be returned to the water to 
grow to a size more suitable for an angler’s creel. It is not our purpose to curtail in 
any way the sport to be found in fishing. We believe in catching as many fish as we 
wish, keeping a few, and releasing the rest to be caught again another day. 

Feeling as we do that the limit catch is a constant threat to the quality of our fish- 
‘ing, we have chosen this method to further the conservation of fish in our streams. 

Accordingly, we pledge ourselves to kill no more than half a legal limit of fish 
each time we go fishing, subscribing to the principle that more pleasure can be de- 
rived from catching many but killing few.

respect for science and scientists, but in 
recent years I have become convinced 
that the professors in the fish and game 
departments are barking up the wrong 
test tube. To put it in a nutshell, they’re 
tag-happy.

“i lying around, his first thought is to grab 


it and slap a tag on it. His second 
thought is to pry a couple of scales off 
it and look at them through a high-pow- 
ered microscope to see what sort of a sex 
life it has been leading. : 

And it’s getting so a duck or goose can 
hardly turn around without some busy- 
body clamping a band on its leg to find 
out where it’s going and when it gets 
there. Sixty years ago, when I was barely 
old enough to lug a smoothbore musket 
into a duck marsh, people knew that all 
self-respecting ducks went north in the 
summer and south in the winter, and 
they were satisfied to let it go at that. At 

least I was.

to knock off early so I'll have time to sort 
out the tags I’ve collected and mail them 
to the proper authorities. The least they 
could do in consideration for us fisher- 
men is to make the tags self-mailing, like 
the hotel keys you drop in a mailbox 
when you forget to turn them in when 
checking out. (Before I found out the 
proper procedure I used to mail the com- 
plete fish, and in those days my expenses 
for postage were considerably higher.) 

According to one of the brain boys in 
the New York State Conservation De- 
partment with whom I spoke recently, 
the Department plays tag with fish in 
order to find out where trout go when 
they leave the place where they are al- 
ready at, and vice versa—and frankly, I 
don’t think this kind of research is going 
to get us anywhere. 


Even if you find that a trout has swum . 


from one place to another place you're 
no better off than you were beforehand, 
because you don’t know why he swum 
there. Maybe he had a good sound pisci- 
cultural reason. Maybe he was being 


hounded by creditors. Maybe his office 
transferred him. Maybe he just felt like 
going for a swim, It’s anybody's guess. 
and my guess is he was spending the 
weekend with friends. 

Understand, I’m not opposed to the 
principle of tagging; it’s just that I think 
the wrong fauna is being tagged. If we 
started tagging fishermen, we might 
really accumulate some interesting anc 
scientifically valuable data that would 
pay off in terms of better sport. 

For example, we might find out where 
trout fishermen go in the wintertime; 
there’s a real project for the biology boys. 
Of course you'd find a few hanging 
around tackle shops, but I’m talking 
about the big schools. And where do mi- 
gratory bird hunters migrate to when the 
season closes? Let’s band a flock of those 
bang-bang boys, and find out. 

And quite possibly the conservation 
department could sell the information tc 
the subjects’ wives for enough él 
the cost of the program. It’s

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PLUGGING FOR TROUT 


By LEE WULFE, FISHING EDITOR 


There’s a definite trend toward the short rod on trout waters today 


season I used to look out the win- 

dow about midnight and see flash- 
lights blinking dimly on the far side of 
New York’s Battenkill which flows by 
my door. The house overlooks a long, 
deep pool just above an old mill dam. 
The shores are either quite steep or 
heavy with undergrowth that crowds to 
the water's edge except for a few man- 
made places to sit and fish with worms 

. or cast carefully with a short rod or 
spinning outfit. Those anglers were using 
bait casting rods and, I think, indicate a 
trend in trout fishing that is just as defi- 
nite as the spinning trend. 

It has long been known that bait cast- 
ing would take trout. For many years 
from Maine to California, trout, and par- 
ticularly big trout, have been taken on 
plug rods. But though articles on this 
phase of the sport occasionally appeared 
in the magazines the overwhelming mass 
of trout fishermen kept right on fishing 
with a fly rod . . . or with bait. When 


P):.: THE last month of the trout 


spinning came into vogue with a rush 
many a frustrated spinner started show- 


ing up on the Battenkill with his casting 
rod, This group of bait casters is one of 
the most successful to fish this particular 
stream. After talking with them, fishing 
with them and watching them Ive 
reached a few conclusions on this meth- 
od of fishing for trout on big streams. 
Originally bait casting was touted as 
a method for taking the big trout out of 
the streams, which it did. Most anglers 
who believed in artificial lures rather 
than bait accepted the belief common to 
the confirmed fly fisherman that the use 
of a plug rod on a stream was a meth- 
od to be employed only when there were 
too many big cannibal trout and too few 
fish in the range that delights the fly 
fishermen. Spinning changed all that. 
When spinning took hold it was natural 
for the bait casting rods to follow. 
The preferred lure seems to be the 
Dardevle type wobbling spoon or a sim- 
ilar lure with considerable weight for its 
size, a lot of flash and a good action at 
very slow speeds. Another favored lure 
of this particular group is the Heddon 
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Spook. If plugs are used they are usualh 
small and heavy but the old postmaste 
swears by a jointed pikie and takes a le 
of trout with it. 

Casting lures will take trout at an 
time during the open season. In the hig! 
water time following opening day it ma‘ 
be necessary to cast the wobbling spooi 
upstream to a point above the place t 
be fished and let it drift and sink to | 
low level at the right spot before the re 
trieve is begun. When that big lur 
comes sashaying along at the leve 
where the trout are feeding they hay 
a strong tendency to wallop it. Th 
stronger current of the early seaso 
tends to make the lure move throug! 
the water swiftly and therefore one o 
the chief concerns of the fisherman i 
to slow his lure down so that it will no 
only reach the mid or low water level 
but won't require great exertion on th 
part of the trout to get to it. Best re 
sults in spring fishing are obtained by 
covering a good deal of water but con 
centrating on the deep holes and eddie 
where the wormer has the best luck. 


As the water drops fishing with the 
hort rod becomes easier. Retrieves 
can be slower and the path of the lure 
more easily controlled, In the warm, low 
water of the late season when the larger 
fish are concentrated almost entirely in 
the deep pools and spring holes the 
caster can consistently put his lure 
within striking range of trout. It is at 
this time that night fishing comes into 
yogue. : 

Fishing at night on a trout stream is 
rarely easy. With a fly rod the pools 
must be known intimately and adequate 
allowance made for back cast, direction 
and distance. It is sensible only in open 
water where there’s ample room behind 
or for a few individual trout that may 
be lined up in a given direction by the 


LOST: TWO FRIENDS 


THE fishing tackle industry and the 
outdoor sporting world, suffered a 
double loss last winter in the deaths 
of William J. De Witt and Otto Henze 
| within a period of two weeks. 

Bill De Witt, president of the Shoe 
Form Co. of Auburn, New York, died 
January 29, Although primarily con- 
nected with the shoe industry, he was 
best known to sportsmen as one of the 
leading manufacturers ef fish hooks, 
lures and fly boxes. Of particular in- 
terest to salt water fishermen is his 
development of a rust-proof nickel 
hook. 

An enthusiastic sportsman himself, 
Bill De Witt fished and hunted widely 
in the United States and Canada. At 
the time of his death he was in Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida, where he fished 
each winter. 

Otto Henze died suddenly at his 
home in Philadelphia on February 11. 
He founded the Penn Fishing Tackle 
Mfg. Co., of which he was president, 
in 1932 and since that time had de- 
voted himself to the manufacture of 
reels for all types of salt water fishing. 
A well-known big game angler, he 
fished extensively on both coasts 
where he was a member of several 
angling clubs. 


skyline when standing on a certain spot 
and lengthening the cast until a certain 
mark on the fly line is felt at the angler’s 
stripping hand. The spinning outfit is 
not as accurate nor, I believe, as easy to 
control as the bait casting outfit. At night 
ona stream it is the more awkward of 
the two, The rod is longer, requiring 
more space. It is more difficult to judge 
the distance of the cast. 

Sometimes trout, especially the big 
ones, will take a lure with a savage rush 
but they often dart in at a spoon or lure 
and touch it lightly or miss it entirely, 
A great many times they'll follow a lure, 
making occasional passes at it but fail- 
ing to touch it. An angler may see sev- 
eral such flashes on a single cast yet 
never feel the fish strike. Trout are not 
always hooked in the mouth, especially 
the small ones which are frequently

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hooked outside it as occasionally hap- 
pens with the larger spinning lures. Sur- 
prisingly, small trout from seven to ten 
inches long can be taken on plugs and 
the proportion of small trout seems 
higher at night than for daytime cast- 
ing. 

ot doesn’t seem to be hunger alone 
that determines whether or not a trout 
will strike these lures. At night the cast- 
ing is likely to be concentrated in a few 
pools. A fish or two may be taken right 
at the start and then after a half an hour 
or more of casting over the same water, 
two or three more fish may suddenly de- 
cide to hit. The catches by this method 
of night fishing have been excellent 
throughout a time when fishing by all 
other methods was poor. 

Plug casting is best on the larger 
streams but will work on narrow waters 
as well. The casts need not be long and 
they should be fished carefully right in 
to the shore or boatside. The best outfit 
is your favorite but all other things be- 
ing equal, a six- to nine-pound test line 
and fairly small lures will take more fish 
than heavier lines and large lures. A six- 
foot length of three- to six-pound test 
nylon can be spliced to the casting lines 
for daytime fishing. Bait casting is an 
effective way to take trout and one that 
I feel sure will increase in popularity. 
As an old timer I’m saddened 4 little by 
the throng of spinners and bait casters 
that will grace our trout streams in the 
future. It takes a long time to become 
a well rounded fly fisherman and fly 
casting is a delicate and beautiful way 
to take a delicate and beautiful quarry. 
But the heavy lures do take fish and 
they're destined to hold high favor on 
the trout streams, 


- Vest, Jacket or Shirt? 


For the fly fisherman who wades, the 
selection of his apparel is important. He 
must choose clothing that gives warmth 
when necessary and always allows a rea- 
sonable freedom of action. Particularly 
important is the choice of jacket, vest or 
shirt in which he plans to carry his flies, 
leaders, spare lines, reels, fly dope, flash- 
light, fly oil, ete. Those who wear waist 
waders want a garment that stays above 
the waterline even though the angler 
wades right to the top of his waders, un- 
less they can use a shirt that tucks in- 
side, all his equipment must be inside his 
waders or above the waterline. Sleeves 
are a comfort on a cold day and an 
abomination when the weather is hot. 
A shirt with large and voluminous pock- 
ets is the essence of comfort on a warm 
day, but when the fisherman must 
bundle himself wp with woolen clothing 
he'll find it hard to get at things in a 
shirt pocket. 

Some years ago I designed a vest of 
lightweight material which has pockets 
on the inside, outside and in the lining, 
I can carry in it everything I need for fly 
fishing except the rod. When I pick it

Ge or the finest fly fishing of the 


season is available at this time in the 
northeastern section of the 
where the deep lakes have shed their 
coats of ice and now give both fish and 
anglers open water to work in. Normally 
deep water fish,-both lake trout and 
landlocked salmon normally start the 
season. on the surface waters with par- 
ticular emphasis on the sections adjacent 
to and including the inlets and outlets. 
Anglers who know the lake trout only 
by reputation as a deep water fish usual- 
ly caught by dragging a lot of hardware 
around will be surprised to find him an 
active and aggressive customer when 
taken on a streamer fly or casting lure of 
any type. He not only takes a streamer 
fly well, either when cast or trolled with 
a long line, but he’ll wallop spinning and 
casting lures with a shock that makes a 
dyed-in-the-wool bass fisherman tingle. 
Spinners, darting and wobbling spoons, 
and very small, flashy plug-like lures are 
most effective. 


Landlocked salmon will fall for the 


/same kind of lures and have even more 


spirit and power than the lakers. Few 
fish can hope to equal the wild leaps 
and amazing speed of the landlock. Like 
his cousins the Atlantic salmon, he’s a 
fish of open water instincts and his fight 
is marked by long swift runs and high, 
tumbling leaps rather than by dogged 
fighting and affords to escape in confined 
or snaggy water. 

This early surface fishing for both 
species tends to be uncertain and spas- 
modic. The best fishing may develop 
right after ice-out or it may come along 
several weeks Jater. Striking it right is a 
gamble but a worthwhile one. It is worth 
a few blank trips in order to strike it 
right just once. If the fish are not feeding 
on the surface as you hope they will be, 
it will be necessary to fish deeper to get 
them. Deeper fishing is not as much fun 
but it is still a very satisfying phase of 
our available angling sport. 


Brushy Streams and Short Rods 


HERE ARE a good many streams and 

ponds that are not large enough to 
warrant fishing from a boat but will 
deliver a good morning’s sport. When 
the shores are brushy or lined with 
trees that overhang the water, ‘casting 
is extremely difficult. If you plan to 
fish such a spot often it’s worthwhile 
to carry a small belt axe and cut awa 
from time to time at the various stands 
from which casting can best be done.

streams are open to all. Until very re- 
cently, fishermen in these parts kept 
what they caught and the limit catch 
was very much the order of the day.

| See town or city has its “hot shot” 
fishermen with reputations to uphold, 
I know we have entirely too many of 
them around here. By using this same 
logic, we’ve been able to make staunch 
supporters. of the half-limit idea. Here 
and there we find a few diehards, but we 
have had surprisingly good luck with 
most of them. And in so doing, we've 
saved a great many trout. Now, when 
the boys are standing around the sport- § 
ing goods stores, they brag about how 
many trout they put back—not of the 
limit catches they bring home. 

While we did not turn down any ap- 
plicants during the first year, we did not 
urge the formation of new chapters. To 
be sure, two or three were formed, but 
not a great deal of publicity was given 
to the half-limit idea. We thought it 
wiser to watch it in operation for a while 
as there were bound to be some kinks to 
iron out. Sure enough, we found one. 

It so happens that we haven’t any 
good bass fishing hereabouts. The North 
Branch of the Susquehanna is about 
seventy miles from here and that river 
can and often does give you the tops in 
smallmouth _ bass fehGae The West 
Branch flows right through the city, but 
that stream has for years been polluted 
so that the fishing is ruined.

servation problems.

ee the trout season was well under 
way and the Half-Limit Club had 
gathered unto itself perhaps a hundred 
members, I began to be curious as to the 
effect his pledge might have on the fel- 
low who killed the sixteen brown trout. 
My curiosity was satisfied one evening 
in late May. 

I was fishing a favorite stretch of 
water that evening when who should 
come down the bank but this very man.

YOUR SALT WATER 


IDLE

SALT WATER EDITOR 


ISHING reels years ago were con- 
F stereo little more than handy gadg- 

ets upon which line could be stored 
without breaking the angler’s wrist or 
catching in every bit of debris that hap- 
pened to be in the vicinity. This was 
particularly true for the old time fisher- 
men who played their catch largely with 
the whip of the rod. 

Revolution struck among salt water 
anglers when surf casting and big game 
fishing became the sport of a few wealthy 
men. These men wanted the best—and 
they were willing to pay for it. Custom 
made reels with jewelled bearings were 
not uncommon, Skilled engineers were 
consulted to transform the salt water 
reel from a rotated spool on which line 
was kept to a precision-built machine 
which would turn at a touch, yet would 
be able to withstand heavy pressure 
without getting out of alignment. 

As interest in salt water fishing spread, 
the designers and engineers realized that 
they must bring down the price of each 
reel or the market would disappear. The

results of their work can be seen by 
entering any good tackle store. Beauti- 
fully made reels for the smaller species 
of salt water fish abound for $15 or less. 
Unless you want to have a reel made to 
order, it is hard to spend $50 on a surf 
casting reel or light trolling reel today, 
yet even in the cheapest reel manufac- 
tured by the reputable firms, you have 
the result of years of experience and ex- 
perimentation by skilled engineers. Big 
game reels formerly were far beyond 
the financial reach of the average angler. 
Today, largely because of mass produc- 
tion methods, even these can. be ob- 
tained at a fraction of their former cost. 

There are many differences between 
the standard salt water casting reel of 
today and its smaller, fresh water cousin, 
the bait casting reel. The free spool fea- 
ture is now standard equipment for salt 
water casting reels. The purpose of this 
free spool is two-fold: first, resistance 
is cut:down when the cast is made for 
the handle of the reel is disengaged from

the spool itself by a simple clutch; sec- 
ond, a whirling reel handle does not en- 
danger knuckles or line during the cast. 
Although the methods used to put the 
reel on free spool may vary (usually 
a lever which snaps from the surface 
of the face plate), the fundamental idea 
is the same: disengage the reel handle 
from any connection with the spool. 
Most of the casting reels now manu- 
factured include a star drag. Formerly, 
when a fish was running out taking line 
as it swam, the angler’s only recourse in 
checking the run was his own thumb, 
The reel handle would whirl about bark- 
ing his knuckles, his thumb would start 
to smoke despite leather thumb brakes — 
and the fish would chuckle heartily. The 
star drag is really a slipping brake. When ~ 
the drag is backed off all the way, the ~ 
reel spool will spin freely and turning 
of the reel handle will not have any ef- 


’ fect on the spool. As the drag is tight- 


ened down, movement of the handle will 
transmit movement to the spool. ‘Line 
may be reeled in, but a sufficient strain 


yn the line will pull it from the spool 
despite the fact the handle is being 
turned. 

The tighter the drag, the more strain 
is needed to pull line from the spool. 
When the drag has been set up as far as 
it will go, the spool will not turn no mat- 
ter how heavy the strain. Most drags are 
made up of a series of washers of various 
materials. Setting up the drag forces 
these washers to grip in the same man- 
ner that a brake lining grips a brake 
drum. Since the parts of the drag are 
compressed when the drag is set up, the 
drag should always be backed off entire- 
ly when the reel is stored away after a 
fishing trip to insure longer life to the 
mechanism. ; 

As many fish are lost by improper 
setting of the drag as by any other 
means. A setting that is too loose will 
mean that the fish will not be hooked 
when it strikes. A setting that is too 
tight will mean a parted line on the first 
heavy surge. Good anglers, whether fish- 
ing from the beach or from a boat, for 
large fish or small, are constantly check- 
ing the drag to make sure it has not been 
altered. 


eee trolling reels are perfectly satis- 
factory for casting in most cases even 
as casting reels may be used with good 
success for trolling. However, as the 
size of the trolling reels increases, their 
use as casting reels decreases. The larger 
trolling reels are designed to stand a 
tremendous amount of steady strain, but 
they are not designed to take the sud- 
den snap of a cast. 

When salt water reels were first manu- 
factured, the size designations were set 
up by the diameter of the spool. A size 
4 reel was very small, size 3 slightly 
larger and so on until size 1 was reached. 
Then, as with fish hook sizes, the desig- 
nations changed to 1/0, 2/0 and so 
forth until the huge- 20/0 reel was 
reached. Unfortunately the original plan 
has failed to hold up:in practice. Be- 
cause manufacturers changed the width 
and construction of the spools, the same 
designation for reels made by different 
companies gives only a fair indication 
of the reel size. To take one example, a 
Penn reel designated as 10/0 will hold 
about 600 yards of 24-thread linen line. 
An Ocean City reel, also designated as 
10/0, will hold about 800 yards of the 
same line. The reels may be equally 
good for the job for which they are de- 
signed, but the 10/0 classification has 
come to mean a different thing to each 
manufacturer. In selecting the reel best 
suited to your own requirements, con- 
sult the catalog which the various manu- 


facturers will send you for the asking. If. 


there is still doubt in your mind, consult 
your local tackle dealer. 

Often, particularly in the case of surf 
-easting reels, the angler will wish to 
change lines and put a heavier test one 
to work. Most casting reels are desig- 


nated as to capacity by the amount of 
9-thread linen they will hold. An ap- 
proximation in estimating heavier line 
capacity may be reached by subtracting 
50 yards for every increase of three 
threads in line size. Thus a reel spool 
that will hold 200 yards of 9-thread will 
hold about 150 yards of 12-thread or 
100 yards of 15-thread. This rule of 
thumb cannot be used for lines of less 
diameter. Add 100 yards to the 9-thread 
capacity for every three-thread decrease 
in line size and you will have a good 
approximation. 

With the advent of nylon, reel capac- 
ities have to be revised for the nylon 
lines are of smaller diameter for their 
strength than those made of linen. Do 
not confuse the word “thread” with 
“test” when estimating the amount of 
line needed to fill your reel with a given 
nylon. The former is an indicator of 
diameter as well as breaking strain while 
the latter refers to breaking strain only. 
Your local dealer will be able to tell you 
the capacity of your reel so far as nylon 
is concerned. Diameters for a given test 
vary tremendously among the manu- 
facturers. 

Reels today'are precision made ma- 
chines and should be treated as such. 
Plenty of lubrication with a high quality 
oil will save many trips to the repair 
shop. After use in salt water, your reel 
should be rinsed with fresh. Despite the 
fact that most of the parts of a modern 
salt water reel will resist corrosion, the 
salt itself will often cause the reel to jam 
and a future fishing trip will be ruined 
because of failure to give the reel even 
fundamental care. A modern reel will 
last for many years of hard fishing if the 
following rules are observed: keep it 
clean; keep it lubricated; do not drop it 
or bang it against the side of a boat; do 
not try to make repairs on it unless you 
are a qualified repair man. Take care of 
your reel and it will take care of your 


fish.

THE SAGA oF BO WHOOP 


By COLONEL 


that Joseph Manton, “the king of 

gunmakers,” made for Lieutenant 
Colonel Peter Hawker about a century 
and a half ago is probably the most fa- 
mous shotgun in the literature of wild- 
fowling, Hawker called it “a small gun.” 
It weighs 17% pounds; the bore is “not 
quite an inch” and the charge which 
Hawker favored was 4% ounces of No. 2 
shot, “well settled” and the same meas- 
ure—not weight—of powder. A tidy little 
weapon indeed! 

Hawker loved his “little gun” and 
mentioned it frequently in his Shooting 
Diary and also in his book Instructions 
to Young Sportsmen in All That Pertains 
io Shooting, which volume was first pub- 
lished in 1814 and has been reprinted 
many times since. It is still read and 
quoted from and is regarded with ad- 
miration and respect by those who be- 
lieve as Hawker did that the taking of 
game birds with the shotgun is the great- 
est sport known to civilized man. 

Hawker’s “Old Joe,” as he called the 
gun, now rests safely in the collection of 
an English gentleman. An honored relic 
of a great sporting generation it is also a 
model of the exquisite craftsmanship of 
its maker and a delight and wonder to 
all shooting men who see it. 

The fame of Hawker’s “Old Joe” has 
néver been equalled by any other shot- 
gun, but it might have to share honors 
sometime with “Bo Whoop,” Nash Buck- 
ingham’s 12 bore double magnum duck 
and goose gun, at least in the written 
history of wildfowling in America. 

It has been twenty-one years since 
Nash came to my home to show me a 
new gun, It was a beautiful double Fox

made by Burt Becker, also a “king of | 


gunmakers.” It was one of the first of the 
true magnum 12’s to appear in this 
country. “Bo Whoop” had a pair of 32- 
inch full choke barrels chambered for 
the three-inch cartridges, a straight grip 
stock of fine tough walnut and it 
weighed, as I recall it, 9 pounds without 
an ounce to spare. Thanks to the deft 
and patient labors of the maker with file, 
hone and chisel, the weight was so cun- 
ningly distributed that not: many who 
handled “Bo Whoop” guessed the actual 
poundage. It balanced like a trout rod.

Of late there have been persistent ru- 
mors of shotguns capable of putting 90 
per cent of the shot charge into a 30-inch 
circle at 40 yards. I know that such bar- 
rels exist for I have tested three that 
could be called 90 per cent barrels with 
the one size of shot that seemed to fit 
them best. Two of those barrels were 
bored and regulated by Becker, who is 
unquestionably the. best. barrel borer 
who ever lived. 

“Bo Whoop” had one of these barrels 
and its mate was nearly as good. The fa- 


vorite load was 1% ounces of copper- 
coated 4’s, 

Experienced shotgun shooters will 
know from the description given that 
“Bo Whoop” was no gun for that “puny 
Peruvian prince” referred to in the de- 
fiant speech supposed to have been de- 
livered long ago by an exasperated Sen- 
ator from Arkansas, nor was it a proper 
weapon for the average duck hunter re- 
gardless of what his own opinion might 
be as to his marksmanship. In fact there 
are not many among us in these deca-

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dent days who are sufficiently skillful to 
do justice to the extraordinary power 
of a true magnum shotgun, and that in- 
cludes the very best of the trap and 
skeet shooters, too. 

As it was, however, “Bo Whoop” be- 
came the cherished possession of one of 
the most experienced wildfowlers still 
active in this country. It is almost a 
certainty that Nash Buckingham’s skill 
will never again be equalled for the 
wildfowler’s paradise in which he and 
his contemporaries acquired proficiency 
50 or 60 years ago has been damaged by 
exploitation. In some few remote and 
limited regions in North America ducks, 
geese and shore birds are still found in 
apparent abundance but in sober truth 
it is no more than a pale shadow of the 
true abundance known ito the older gen- 
erations of sportsmen who learned to 
shoot game by shooting at game. There 
is no substitute for the training that Nash 
and his friends enjoyed. 

The reader may consider it worth 
while to explore with me the region 
where young Buckingham cracked his 
first cap at a fat wild mallard drake, and 
where for the past 20 years the deep 
voice of “Bo Whoop” has from time to 
time sounded across the brakes and 
‘headings. 


lhe great lonely river bottom lands of 
Arkansas, Mississippi and Tennessee 
were within easy reach of the sporting 
gentry of Memphis where Nash was 
born and where he still has his home. It 
was a vast almost uninhabited area of 
swamp, forest and slough with many 
shallow lakes and slow streams of brown 
water winding through impenetrable 
thickets of willow and cane. A few hours 
journey to the west brought one to the 
great rice plantations of the ,Grand 
Prairie country and the wide brakes and 
marshes of the White River. 

A few rough narrow roads and trails 
led from the river banks into the wilder- 
ness. Here and there on higher ground 
were cabins and small clearings where 
poor folk grew little patches of cotton, 
corn and garden sass, kept a few pigs, 
chickens and perhaps a mule. Upon 
these things the swamp dwellers de- 
pended only for a part of their living. 
Another portion came from the game 
which they shot or snared and the fish 
taken from the streams and lakes. Nor 
was this the extent of the resources of 
these freedom-loving people, who rea- 
soned that it was none of the Govern- 
ment’s proper business to tell them what 
they couldn’t do with their own corn 
after they “growed it.” Writs and serv- 
ices directed to individual residents of 
the domain were generally marked “re- 
turned unserved” and revenue stamps 
never were seen in this happy communi- 
ity of poor whites and blacks who knew 
neither luxury nor dire want. 

The baffling mazes of the great 
swamps gave safe refuge to all manner

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of outlaws, dangerous men of a variety 
of crimes and colors who shared the dark 
fastnesses with their brothers, the 
wolves. 

-But neither the wild men nor the 
wolves nor the moonshiners molested 
Nash and his young friends when they 
came into the bottoms on their holiday 
“camp hunts.” It may well be that these 
wary men, always armed and alert, felt 
a sense of kinship with the boys and 
knew that their secrets were safe, as in- 
deed they were, for the boys never men- 
tioned their infrequent encounters with 
these silent strangers, many of whom 
could expect no more from society than 
the courtesy of a length of yellow rope. 
At any rate the boys enjoyed privileges 
and benefits not extended “to the high 
sheriff and his minions. 

During the months of frost the region 
was the haunt of millions upon millions 
of waterfowl. They filled the sky and 
crowded the open waters of lakes and 
ponds to form a living, restless clamor- 
ous carpet. Droves of wild turkey fed 
through the glades sharing the rich mast 
with the deer, squirrels and bear. 

The boys were encouraged to shoot, 
for their elders believed that not much 
could be expected of a lad of 15 years 
who was unable to comport himself well 
in any company with gun or rifle. 

It was customary to place the young- 
sters in charge of a familiar, a wise and 
kindly black “Uncle” who kept them 
from getting lost or “snake bit,” did their 
cooking and kept a stern eye on their 
toilet and table manners. He instructed 
them in woodcraft and gave them 
courses in natural history more compre- 
hensive and certainly more interesting 
than any they were to encounter later on 
in text books. 

Through Uncle Horace they also be- 
came aware of the existence of other 
deeper mysteries concerning a dim, 
primitive world that was governed by

authorities not recognized by ci 
folk. A strange world of signs, porten 
swamp ha’nts, charms and of messagi 
mysteriously sent and received with 
speed and fidelity rarely achieved by our ~ 
modern wireless. And while young Nash 
never understood the metes and bounds 
of this invisible realm he never has 
doubted its existence, nor made mock of 
Uncle Horace’s queer notions because 
almost always Uncle Horace’s prophe- 
cies “came true.” 

Practically the only restrictions con- 
cerning the taking of game were those 
imposed by the seasons, by the state of 
the weather and by one’s need or de- 
sires. The Golden Age of American wild- 
fowling was drawing to a close but only 
a few men saw the first signs of decay 
and gave warning of the disaster soon to. 
come. 

There were not many game laws and 
of those on the books most were permis- 
sive rather than prohibitive in character. 
When the wildfowl were present they 
could be taken. The market shooter 
killed all and usually more than he could 
sell, autumn, winter and spring. The 
sportsman killed as many as he and his 
non-shooting friends could use without 
waste. The game hog as always kille 
all he could until he was satiated with 
slaughter. The market shooters were 
businessmen of a sort and their object 
was to kill as many ducks and geese as 
they could with the least expenditure of 
ammunition and labor, A market gun- 
ner’s success depended upon his ability 
to get large numbers of birds into easy 
range. Their knowledge of the use of de-— 
coys and duck calls, the feeding habits 
of the birds, the effects of wind, weather 
and water stages was phenomenal and 
I imagine that young Nash studied 
their operations closely and _ profited 
thereby. 

Any boy given similar opportunities 
and training could hardly fail to become 
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a fine marksman. If he had the splendid 
physique, the perfect coordination, eye 
sight and the intelligence-which Nash 
had, and still has, he became a really 
superlative game shot demonstrating a 
degree of skill that we seldom see nowa- 
days. 

I watched one morning on one of 
those shallow lakes in Arkansas while 
Nash and “Bo Whoop” from an adjacent 
blind bagged the limit of 15 ducks. In 
doing so he used 17 of the big cartridges, 
thus wasting two. I am sure that no bird 
shot at was nearer than 50 yards to the 
gun. That was by no means an unusual 
performance for “Buck” as anyone will 
tell you who has ever shot ducks or geese 
in his company. They will tell you, too, 
that “Bo Whoop’s” rightful owner is the 
finest, most considerate companion that 
any proper man can hope to have in the 
field. 

On another happy occasion on an- 
other of those river bottom sloughs Nash 
had “blinded up” in a dense thicket of 
willows at the edge of a clear channel 
some 150 yards from my own stand. A 
pair of mallards travelling high and in a 
hurry went over Nash. Both collapsed 
and after a moment of complete silence 
the double boom of the big gun came 
rolling roundly over the marshes. It 
sounded exactly like two deep solo notes 
from the bass horn in a symphony or- 
chestra and I mentioned it to Nash when 
we got back to the lodge, “Bo Whoop— 
Bo Whoop.” 

And “Bo Whoop” she has been for 
twenty years in the marshlands of the 
south. 


N His beautiful homesick book, Far 

Away and Long Ago, W. H. Hudson 
writes of a favorite gun that he once had 
and which had been his constant com- 
panion in happier days a number of 
years before. 

“Tt served me well,” he says. “I be- 
came as much attached to it as to any 
living thing, and it was like a living be- 
ing to me, and I had great faith in its in- 
telligence.” 

And so it was with Nash and “Bo 
Whoop.” And now I come to the sad 
part of this tale about a great sportsman 
and his great gun. “Bo Whoop” was lost 
late in December in the vicinity of Clar- 
endon, Arkansas, and as this is written 
has not been recovered. The owner’s 
name and address are engraved on the 
gun and also appear on the gun. case. 
Anyone having knowledge of the where- 
abouts of “Bo Whoop” will do her owner 
a great favor by getting in touch with 
Nash Buckingham or with any of the 
many friends who also mourn his not in- 
considerable loss. 

Also, if any reader comes across a 
beautiful little double 20 gauge, straight 
grip, box lock with the words R. G. 
Owen, Sauquoit, New York, engraved 

on the barrel please notify the writer.

THE FARMER HOLDS 
THE ACES ;

Out in Oklahoma many “No Trespas- 
sing” signs have come down as a result 
of an idea which the Cleveland County 
Sportsman’s Club of Norman has re- 
cently put into effect. In place of the 
grim warnings which have barred 
sportsmen in the past, signs bearing the 
legend “Hunting and Fishing by Per- 
mission Only” are appearing on fence 
posts and trees around many farms in 
the area. 

These new signs of welcome mean 
something, too. The club backs them up 
with an offer of $25 for information 
leading to the arrest and conviction of 
anyone destroying farm property while 
fishing or hunting, plus another $25 for 
information resulting in the conviction 
of anyone who violates the fish and 
game laws. The result: more cordial re- 
lations between farmers and sportsmen 
of the state; more land where Oklaho- 
mans can fish and hunt. 

For several years the Associated 
Sportsmen of California have been fur- 
nishing landowners with “Written Per- 
mission” and “Protect the Farmers’ 
Property” cards to replace the “No 
Hunting” signs that were becoming so 
commonplace throughout the state. 


WHAT?’S our most dangerous game ani- 
imal—the grizzly? Perhaps, but some 
say it’s the wild boar. You'll see why next 
month when you read “The Orney Roo- 
shan” in OUTDOORS. 


Through this program the Capitol Rod 
and Gun Club of Sacramento, a mem- 
ber of the ASC, opened up 12,000 acres 
of formerly posted land in Sacramento 
and Yolo counties before the season 
opened last fall. 

Elsewhere in the state the Napa and 
Southern Pacific rod and gun clubs dis- 
tributed scores of “Written Permission” 
signs that gave the public access to many 
areas that had been previously posted. 
The California Division of Fish and 
Game also went to work, and last fall 
helped to reopen three ranches, totaling 
more than 18,000 acres, to public 
hunting. 

The signs are coming down in Flor- 
ida, too, The man chiefly responsible is 
Cecil M. Webb, game commissioner of 
the Tampa district. The cattlemen of 
the area, who control millions of acres 
of excellent hunting territory, nailed up 
their signs to keep out the hoodlum ele- 
ment who cut fences, left gates open, 
and used livestock for target practice. 
Webb suggested reopening the posted 
land to hunting by permit only, prom- 
ising that conservation officers would 
protect the cattlemen from vandalism, 
A few cattle raisers crossed their fingers

and agreed to try it-and Webb made 
- good on his promise. As a result, more 
than a million acres of once-posted land 
have been pledged for hunting on a spe- 
cial permit basis, and Webb hopes to 
have a total of five million reopened by 
the time the hunting season begins next 
autumn. 


Do such “plans” result in regimenting 
the sportsmen? Not at all. These plans 
work, They provide room for sportsmen 
where otherwise there would be no 
room. That is what counts. Without such 
plans the vandal remains smugly aware 
of the comparatively weak limitations 
being placed upon him (for the most 
part only the landowner’s . righteous 
wrath) and so continues to make a 
nuisance of himself.- 

Remember, the modern farmer is a 
far cry from the hay-chewing yokel you 
see in cartoons. He knows that he holds 
the aces, with both the land and the 
game the sportsman wants. A few over- 
crowded public shooting or fishing 
grounds will never satisfy this country’s 


vast army of hunters and fishermen. The | - 


landowner realizes that no law ever has 
been or will be written giving strangers 
the right to trespass over private proper- 
ty. He also realizes that the game com- 
missions are handicapped for lack of per- 
sonnel and funds; that even if they had 
the money it could not be used to de- 
velop private land; that the most the 
commissions can do is to encourage him 
to grant permission to sportsmen to use 
such land. 

And such permission will never be 
granted under the present circumstan- 
ces. The farmer, instead, will have to 
be shown that there is in effect a well- 
planned program, a program with teeth 
in it that will protect his own interests 
in return for bis cooperation, For the 
farmer has little time for explanations. 
He is interested only in results. Period.

8 ries, fittings, equipment or gadgets 

~it will be a mighty ane ES. 
acter that fails to respond to their fas- 
cination. Maybe you are completely 
equipped already, but the chances are 
you aren't. Probably there’s some special 
gadget, large or small, that will contrib- 
ute to your boating comfort or personal 
safety or a longer. life to your boating 
equipment. 

We have looked over a wide collection 
of current offerings with an eye out for 
items of special interest to small boat 
and outboard motor owners. The ques- 
tion is where to begin our report. Might 
as well make it anchors. And that’s not 
so easy either. We find one of the 
marine equipment catalogues devoting 
nearly a half-dozen pages to anchors 
alone. Most of them are not for us. But 
one looks really small boat stuff. 

Its a new Danforth, w eighing only 

2% pounds, intended for boats up to 12

feet long. Like bigger Danforths this 
midget depends not on weight but spe- 
cial design for holding power. There’s 
also a lightweight Danforth in the form 
of a 4%-pound anchor, intended for boats 
from 12 to 20 feet long. And while we're 
on the subject, our interest is caught by 
a curious device featured as the Rice 
Anchor Control, said to have fisherman 
appeal. You can raise or lower the anchor 
from amidships. A winch connects with 
a bow fitting, operated by a hand crank. 

Then ees the new ‘CQR Plow an- 
chors put out by the Maxim Silencer 
Company down in Hartford, Connecti- 
cut. They run all the way from seven 
pounds up to the 5% thousand pounds 
and all of them work well on the size of 
boat for which they were designed. 
These anchors were tested in mud, Feekirgn 
sand and hard bottom with equally good 
results and all of them broke free with 
ease owing to the upward thrust of the 
blade when the anchor is raised. 


Fittings ean add greatly to your 


convenience, comiort and safety atloat 


Boating safety is importantly repre- 
sented in the gadget field. In case you 
don’t happen te ice it, any small boat 
propelled by an outboard motor on fed- 
eral waters is legally required to carry 
either one life preserver or ring buoy or 
buoyant cushion for each person aboard, 
Except for children, a buoyant cushion 


is the usual way of meeting this require- 
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ment. Java kapok-filled cushions bearing © 


the trade name Tapatco have become 
standard, although there are also others. 


A Tapatco sectionalized cushion called © 


the Fisherman’s Pride looks good to me. 
For that matter, why not an emer- 


gency distress kit? Either day or night, — 


a small boat can be blown helplessly off- 
shore. There have been marked im- 


provements in distress signals. It is now 

easy as pie to carry and use them. Typi- 
cal of the modern way is a compact 
double-duty cylinder only 5 inches long 
known as Daynite. One end of this con-— 
tains an orange smoke signal for day, the

_ A more obvious safety measure is the 
fire extinguisher. Although boats pow- 
ed by outboard motors are not re- 
ed to carry one, fire is always an un- 
redictable matter, more especially if 
you carry a small cook stove. Even out- 
board motors have been known to catch 
afire. Among handy extinguishers for a 
small boat we might suggest the Kidde 
four-pound carbon dioxide trigger por- 
table. Pyrene portables, of course, are 
also standard. 

Safety in another form is represented 
by a good bilge pump or bailer. Here 
gain, a marine equipment catalog will 
display page upon page of various types. 
One known as the Step-On-It pump 
catches our interest. It consists of a rub- 


ber suction cup, foot pedal and 8-foot: 


length of hose. You pump with your foot, 
leaving the hands free. 


HOUGHT can also be profitably given 

to the protection of your boat from 
rubbing and scraping. Gunwale guards 
and fenders are logical answers. Al- 
though fenders are generally made with 
rope or canvas stuffed with cork, Socony- 
Vacuum — that’s right—have recently 
deen featuring a Shipmate fender filled 
with rubber. It appears to work fine. But 
there’s an alternate method of dealing 
with this rubbing problem. A newly de- 
signed rig known as the Boat Hitch con- 
sists of two arms that drop into the oar- 
locks or sockets of the boat and when not 
in use fold out of the way under the 
dock or float. Your boat is held a safe 6 
to 14 inches away, can’t possibly rub. 
Still another form of boat protection 
worth considering is the Berg boat roller 
for rolling your hull from the float into 
the water, thus saving the boat from bot- 
ftom scraping. 

Speaking of docks and floats, we're re- 
minded of another new boating gadget, 

lus Army pontoons of rubberized 
fabric, 28 feet long, 7% feet wide and 
30 inches deep, shipping weight 885 
pounds. We are told that with a wood 
deck built on top, one of these makes 
m excellent dock. They are distrib- 
uted through Winthrop Associates of 
Boston. 

Since we find ourselves in the realm 
of somewhat bigger stuff we might take 
up boat carriers and trailers, which both 
for variety and numbers run into dozens. 
We'll pick at random the Tee-Nee trailer 
as one that appears to have made a pop- 
ular mark for itself. It comes in two 
models, one for 12- to 14-foot hulls, an- 
other for boats 15 to 16% feet, both tak- 
ing boats up to 60-inch. beam. Another 
popular trailer is the Holsclaw. Inter- 
esting to note, their new 1949 rig is a 
knocked down model, designed to re- 
duce delivery charges in shipping and to 
save storage space when not in actual 
use. The manufacturer says it can be un- 
cked, set up and bolted together in 
nm minutes,

tance to fouling. Then, certain fittings 
in some cases are designed for a specific 
make and model of outboard, one in- 
stance being the new Duotrol twist-grip 
throttle control, built especially for the 
Mercury 7% and 10. hp. motors. This is 
said to give complete control of spark 
and gas with a simple turn of the wrist, 
eliminating two-handed adjustments. 
The advantage of an auxiliary fuel 
tank has become increasingly evident to 
outboarders, Various standard tanks are 
available that fulfill the need adequately. 
One of these that strikes us favorably, es- 
pecially because of its shape is the Phil 
Rite can. It is 9% inches by 17 inches by 
only 6 inches high, thus permitting stor- 
age under the seat of a boat. And while 
on the subject we might also mention the 
Lu-Mar all purpose pump, which fills 
the tank of an outboard motor from an 
auxiliary tank, and which can even 
pinch-hit as a bilge pump for the boat. 
Tt may be fitted to any standard fuel can 
screw cap, eliminating lifting up the can.

Bees motor starting and oper- 
ating troubles usually don’t amount 
to much. It simplifies any search for 
the source of trouble to realize that the 
Operation of a motor is based upon 
three fundamentals—compression, fuel 
and ignition. As for compression, any 
motor that is reasonably new or, for 
that matter, any old motor that has 
been cared for is unlikely to give trou- 
ble on this score. Whenever bad com- 
pression is actually found to be the 
cause of trouble, you're sort of out of 
luck in that a repair job entailing re- 
moval of carbon or new piston rings is 
indicated. 

The two remaining fundamentals of 
operation are more easily handled as 
a rule, Take the case of fuel, together 
with the various implications involved 
such as the gas and its mixture with 
oil, carburetor, screens and pipes. May- 
be there’s flooding. Pump out the excess 
gas by spinning the flywheel after hav- 
ing closed the shut-off and needle 
valves. Or look for an obstruction bar- 
ring free passage through the screen 
and carburetor. A dry float bowl points 
to an obstruction. Depress the float pin. 
Fuel will drip if all is clear. Clean the 
fuel pipe and screens if that is what is 
needed. 

Or your Gonble may be caused by 
the ignition department. Test the mag- 
neto for spark. This can be easily done 
by releasing the high tension wire from 
a spark plug and holding it about one- 
eighth inch from the motor. Have 
somebody else pull the starter cord. If

If so, rectify or replace it, then 
try again. A spark plug is often the 
culprit. Fuel and ignition—these are the 
two departments to suspect and look 
into when the average outboard motor 
experiences trouble. 


Inboard. Speedsters 


ite Has been estimated that the average 
specialized inboard racing outfit costs 
about five times more than the average 
outboard speed job. Five thousand dol- 
lars has been mentioned as a planning 
figure for most of the inboard classes and 
from there the cost can range to possibly 
$25,000 for a Gold Cup entrant. 

However, an inboard racing hydro 
more nearly on a par in cost with the 
Midget Class of outboards has: lately 
turned up in the form of a 9-footer 
known as the 45-cubic-inch class, al- 
though not belonging to any recognized 
class officially.

Try Galvanized Steel 


Mr. Jessup: I am building a row- 
boat but have trouble with the brass 
screws breaking off. I drill holes but 
the oak is very dry and hard. What 
would you suggest?—Charles D. West, 
Trenton, N. J. 


That's the worst of brass screws. Un- 
less exceptional care is used, they are 
likely to break off. Galvanized steel 
screws are much stronger. Do you use 
two drills for drilling your screw holes? 
Choose one the size of the shank and 
the other a trifle smaller than diameter 
of thread. With the smaller, you can 
drill full length of the screw. Then, if 
you grease or soap the thread, it’s 
possible you won't experience further 
trouble.—E.]. 


Outboard Rowboat 


Mr. Jessup: In your March issue there 
was a picture of an outboard rowboat, 
designed to handle up to 5 h.p. outboard 
motors. If a larger motor is used, say 10 
h.p., what will happen if anything?— 
George Sault, Montpelier, Vermont. 


It’s a long story, mate, but to be brief, 
youll notice that for a displacement 
boat, the one shown in the picture car- 
ries a pretty wide stern. Chances ‘are 
that pushed by a 10 h.p. motor with 
two or three people aboard, youd get 
no more out of her than with 5 h.p. and 
she might sit back and squat. As against 
this, eliminate a couple of passengers 
and the extra power might push her over 
the “hump” and turn her into a planing 
boat with some real action, for, as I've 
pointed out she has a wide stern. But 
basically, this boat was designed to take 
up to a 5 h.p. motor-and no more. At 
anything more, she is technically mis- 
matched.—E.]. 


Rebuilding Job 


Mr. Jessup: Where can I get in- 
formation on rebuilding a boat? I have 
a 22-foot cabin cruiser on which the 
planking either needs to be replaced 
or covered.—Robert Carr, San Bruno,

A book on small boat building would 
probably help, but the average job of 
your sort is usually more of a copying 
process, of replacing everything you 
take out, exactly as it was before. A 
plank is extracted whole if possible and 
used as a pattern for the replacement 
plank. I don’t know the condition of 
your boat but it would seem as if most 

of the planking could be left undis- 
turbed, with only a bad section here 
and there being taken out, then the 
replacements backed by butt-blocks.—

Low cost housing 


Here’s one way to solve it 


ou pay fifty bucks for a bundle of 

fur that is wrapped around a roly- 

poly thing called a bird dog pup. 
The first few nights he sleeps on your 
worn out sweater in a pasteboard box in 
the kitchen. When he quits yelling his 
head off all night long you decide it’s 
time to put the pooch outside. Then is 
the time to stop and ask yourself one 
question—are you sure that your dog has 
a good house? If he has to make the best 
of things by sleeping on the back porch, 
in the basement, or out in the garage 
then the answer is no. 

If you are going to expect top per- 
formance from your dog when hunting 
season opens next fall you will be doing 
yourself and the dog an injustice if you 
fail to provide adequate housing. Better 
spend a few dollars and buy some lum- 
ber so you can build him a house that is 
free of drafts and dampness. 

Fortunately, building a suitable dog 
house doesn’t require the skill of a mas- 
ter carpenter. All that is required is that 
you be able to drive a nail and saw a rea- 
sonably straight edge. The size of the 


house will depend entirely on the size 


your dog will be when he reaches matur- 
ity. If he is a setter or a pointer he will 
be about two feet high when full grown. 


_.That means the house should be about 


three feet high from floor to ceiling. So 
far as the length of the house is con- 
cerned it should be made one and a 
half times the length of the dog and as 


is a problem for dogs, too. 


wide as the dog is long. Better to build 
the house a little on the large side than 
to build it too small, because the average 
dog doesn’t like to cramp himself up in 
a house where he doesn’t have room to 
stretch out. This is especially true in the 
warmer months of thé year. 

Before construction of the dog house 
is begun it is well to look about your 
back yard and decide on the best loca- 
tion. The most important points to con- 
sider are that the house be placed where 
it will be subjected to neither the intense 
heat of the summer sun, nor in the direct 
path of the winter elements, If practical, 


‘the house should face the ‘southeast. 


Also of prime importance is to place the 
house ona spot that is well drained. 
Dumping a wheelbarrow load of sand or 
gravel on the spot where the house is to 
be built is a good way to insure dryness 
underneath. 

With the possible exception of the 
roof, the flooring is the most important 
part of the construction, It should be 
double-thickness with a sheet of roofing 
or tar paper in between. The sub- 
flooring, or bottom layer, should be 
nailed to two 4 x 4 timbers. This will 
keep the house off the ground and allow 
free circulation of air underneath. If 
termites are prevalent where you live it 
would be a good idea to set the 4 x 4’s 
on bricks. 

The upright framework of the house 
may be made of 2 x 4’s. This part of the

frame should be topped with four hori 
zontal 2 x 4’s to which the ceiling will 
be nailed. 

Before ordering the lumber you will 
have to decide one question. Do you 
want the house to be painted or covered 
with shingles? So far as the cost is con- 
cerned there will be little difference be- 
tween the two types. For instance, if 
you plan to paint the house you will have 
to buy a better grade of finished lumber, ” 
Also, the boards should be shiplap or 
tongue and groove. Added to this extra 
cost you will have to buy the paint. 
When shingles are used the side lumber 
can be a more inexpensive grade of plain 
boards, but it is true that you will have 
to spend extra money for shingles. In 
the long run, the actual cost will be 
about the same no matter which method 
you decide to follow. If you have no par- 
ticular choice as to paint or shingles then 
it would be best to choose the latter be- 
cause of the added protection from the 
elements that the shingles will afford. 
Properly put on, even the cheapest grade 
of shingles will keep the house draft and = 
water tight no matter what grade of lum- 
ber is used for the sides. 

When the ceiling is put on you wi 
have a box with only the front left open. 
The next step is to build the roof. This 
should be about eight inches higher in 
the front than in the back. Make the roo 
large enough so that it will extend a h 
a foot on the back and both sides and at

warmth in winter. 

4 The front of the house will be left en- 
tirely open in warm dry weather, but 
when winter comes a piece of close-knit 
burlap or heavy canvas should be tacked 
across the opening. Aside from the fact 
that a small doorway complicates the 
construction of the house it serves no 
practical purpose. Actually it makes 
cleaning an extra troublesome job and 
prevents the free circulation of air. 

Before the building of the house is 
completed there is one chore that should 
be attended to without fail. With the aid 
of a flashlight the entire interior of the 
house should be inspected for nail points 
that have come through. Frequently, 
people are puzzled as to why their dog 
refuses to sleep in what seems to be a 
well built dog house. Often examination 
will disclose numerous nail points that 
the dog bumps from time to time. The 
dog may not know what is causing all the 
trouble but you can bet that he is smart 
enough to stay out of a place where he 
keeps getting hurt. 

Another factor that often causes the 
dog to spurn the shelter that has been 
provided for him is the use of strong 
smelling disinfectants which have been 
used in cleaning the inside of the house. 
There can be no denying the fact that 
cleanliness goes a long way toward keep- 
ng a healthy dog, but it should be re- 
membered that a dog’s sense of smell is 
highly developed and what may seem 
ike just a mild odor to the average 
auman may stink to high Heaven to the 
900ch. A good way to prevent this kind 
of trouble is to use cleaning products 
vhich are sold by manufacturers of dog 
preparations . and be sure to use 
hem according to directions.

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The selection of proper bedding is 
something that should be done with care 
and forethought. The wrong kind of bed- 
ding is far worse than no bedding at all. 
The poorest types of material that can 
be used for bedding are newspapers, 
cotton rags, or unwashed feed ‘sacks, 
The newspapers and cotton act like a 
blotter to the surrounding air and liter- 
ally suck up moisture. No matter how 
much effort has been expended in mak- 
ing a moisture proof house, if either of 
these two materials is used for bedding 
the result is going to be a damp place 
for the dog to sleep. Unwashed feed 
sacks have the disagreeable characteris- 
tic of drawing insects. No matter how 
much the sacks are shaken and dusted 
the individual fibers will still be laden 
with minute particles of feed and this 
will draw a host of creeping and crawl- 
ing insects inside the house. 

Better bedding materials are such 
things as cedar chips or rye straw. The 
cedar chips have many points in their 
favor and are preferred by many dog 
owners. In the first place, the chips are 
inexpensive and easy to obtain in almost 
any part of the country. Secondly, there 
are scarcely any insects which are at- 
tracted to cedar, actually, most insects 
(fleas included) are repelled by it. And 
another good reason why cedar chips 
should be used for dog bedding is the 
smell. Most dogs seem to like the odor 
of cedar and when they sleep on it 
they lose a great deal of their “doggy” 
smell. _ 


Yard Training 


eS is a good period to give 
the young dog a not too intensive 
course in yard training. Be sure, how- 
ever, to utilize the cooler portions of the 
day for stich lessons, none of which 
should bé more than 15 minutes’ dura- 
tion. Select a quiet spot where you will 
not be disturbed and where the attention 
of the pupil will not be distracted. As- 
suming that your puppy was whelped in 
the early part of the year, he will be 
about six months old when summer 
comes and is ready for some of the sim- 
pler lessons. : 

Bear in mind always, however, that 
he is still a baby and can absorb only a 
little at a time: Be exceedingly patient 
with him and do not force the issue. 
Treat him with kindness always and he'll 
soon learn to like his lessons and will be 
eager to please. Take him along slowly 
and at the slightest sign of interest or 
improvement be lavish in your praise. 
He is indeed a baby but at six or seven 
months old, there are a few simple 
things he can be taught without crowd- 
ing him too much or cowing him to any 
appreciable degree. But let me again 
emphasize the fact that you must pro- 
ceed with utmost care and try to main- 
tain his interest at all times.

'T. THE August issue of OuTpooRs 


last year you may have read an ar- 
ticle titled “Fishing by Sidereal Ra- 
diation,” describing a new method of 
forecasting the times when fish are sup- 
posed to hie best. The method was 
worked out by Frank Andersen, of 
Brookline, Mass., whose laboratories 
produce carefully calculated charts pre- 
dicting which days and which hours of 
each day are most favorable for busi- 
ness transactions. If, for example, the 
charts show an up-trend, that is the 
time, says Mr. Andersen, to call on cus- 
tomers with order book in hand. When 


\the chart line dips downward, the wise 


businessman stays at his desk and catch- 
es up on his detail work. 

Before you lift a skeptical eyebrow, 
listen to how some of his calculations 


i have worked: 


His - laboratories predicted Japan’s 


_ capitulation to the exact days; forecast 


the prolonged commodities decline be- 
ginning February, 1948, and called the 


sharp downturn of business beginning 


in November last year. 

Some of Andersen’s business clients 
who were also fishermen began using 
his charts on their fishing trips, and 
found that the upward and downward 
curves correlated surprisingly with per- 
iods of good and poor fishing. A couple 
of letters and phone calls from these 
clients prompted Andersen to call on 
Ourpoors for further information, for 
he is not a fisherman himself. Did we, 


he wondered, think his charts might be 


of interest and value to the angling fra- 
ternity ? 

Frankly, we doubted it, but we told 
him we'd put it up to our readers. We 
did, in the August number. As a result, 
more than two thousand readers ob- 
tained the tables. About two hundred of 
them have reported on their experience. 

To our amazement, less than a dozen 
told us the charts didn’t work.

a hundred wrote or wired for charts 
covering the next period, and for 1949, 
Several serious anglers checked “the 
tables carefully against their fishing rec- 
ords and found them surprisingly ac-— 
curate. : 

One West Coast fisherman who be- 
came interested in the Andersen theory 
collected data covering several months > 
of fishing by fifty fishermen in seven 
states and sent the reports to Andersen 
for checking. For the entire period— 
more than a thousand hours of fishing— 
the charts proved just better than 80% 
accurate! } 

Even Andersen himself doesn’t claim 
his forecasts will work every time. But 
he points out that a score of 80% beats 
the law of averages with plenty to spare 

As more “<ilereal radiation” (he 


got into the hands of fishermen, report: 
began coming in from all over the 
United States and Canada, and even one 
from an angler in South Africa, who r 
ported with enthusiasm: “, Foun 
the chart to be about 85% correct . . . 
at times the results were amazing!’ 
Several readers said that if charts for 
1949 were available, they would like 
“buy, borrow, rent or steal” them, 
words to that general effect. 

But Andersen was not satisred 
have his charts tell only that the fishi 
would be good, fair or poor in a gene 
sort of way. This year his forecasts 
right to the hour what fishing should 
like—and for three months ahead, 
that. He has just now finished his caleu 
lations covering fishing prospects | fo 
April, May and June. 

Personally, we'll go fishing as ofte 
and for as many hours at a stretch ¢ 
can. But for those who may have | 
choose which day to go fishing a 
which to stay home and put up 
screen windows, the charts should p 
of unusual interest.
